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GOVERNMENT BUILDING. 


This building resembles somewhat the National Museum and other government buildings in Washington. It covers 
acres of ground; its dimensions are 350 by 420 feet. It is a very substantial building for a temporary structure, of iron, 
The appropriation by Congress was $400,009.

brick and glass. The octagonal dome surmounting the center of the 


building reaches a height of 150 feet and is 120 feet in diameter. The design was made by Mr. G. H. Edbrooke, of 


Chicago. 
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MACHINERY HALL. 


The design of this building is Spanish renaissance style, by Mr. R. S. Peabody, of Boston, its cost being about 
$1,200,000.00. This building covers sixteen acres of ground, and its machinery, power-house and pumping works and 
machine shops cover 2} acres more. The dimensions of the building are 850 feet by 500. 
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THE MANUFACTURERS AND LIBERAL ARTS BUILDING. 


This building being the largest ever constructed for exposition purposes in the world, covers 31 acres of ground, 
measuring 1,687 by 787 feet, with its roof ridge 150 feet from the ground. This building was designed by Mr. George B. 
Post, of New York. Its style of architecture is Corinthian, elaborately ornamented with figures representing the arts and 
sciences. ‘The cost of this building is one million dollars. 
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AGRICULTURAL BUILDING. 


This building is one of the most elaborate on the Exposition grounds. 


It was designed by C. F. McKim, of New York. 
The style of architecture is classic renaissance. 


The building covers 9 acres, and its annex and assembly hall 5 acres more. 
Over the center of the building is a dome 144 feet square and 130 feet high. 


ELECTRICAL BUILDING. 


Its style of architecture is Italian renaissance, and its 


This building covers an area of 5} acres or 700 by 345 feet.

exterior walls, like those of many other buildings, are so treated with stucco as to resemble marble. 


& Howe, of Kansas City, Mo., designed the building. In front of the south entrance will stand the statue of Benjamin 


Franklin, by Rohl Smith, to cost $3,000. The cost of the building is $375,000. 
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THE WOMAN’S BUILDING. 


Miss Sophia Hayden, of Boston, Mass., designed this building. It measures 400 by 200 feet, covering nearly 2 acres 


and cost $200,000. It is under the direction of a council of women, a circumstance which never before governed the 
erection of a similar building. It is of Italian renaissance style of architecture, and two stories in height—the first Doric 


and the second Ionic in design. 
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HORTICULTURAL BUILDING. 


This building is 1,000 feet long. The plan of its construction being that of two end pavilions and a central one, con- 
necting by front and rear curtains, forming two interior courts, each 270 by 80 feet. These courts will be decorated in 
colorand filled with flowers and ornamental shrubs. The central pavilion is 180 feet high, and under its crystal dome will 
be grouped the tallest bamboos, etc. The building covers about 6 acres and cost $300,000, and was designed by Mr. W. L. 


B. Jenney, of Chicago. 


ART BUILDING. 


Fine arts building of pure classic architecture, Grecian Ionic in style. It is 500 feet long by 320 feet in width, inter- 
sected on all four sides by a nave and transept 100 feet wide and 70 feet high, culminating in a dome 60 feet in diameter 
and 125 feet high. It covers three and one-half acres, This building was designed by Mr. C. B. Atwood, of Chicago. 


THE FORESTRY AND DAIRY BUILDING. 


The dimensions are 500 by 200 feet, and it carries out the idea of its exhibit in a very appropriate way. A veranda 
encircles the whole building, the columns of which, supporting the roof, are all of tree-trunks, each 25 feet in height. 
Mr. C. B. Atwood, Chief Designer in the Exposition Construction Department, designed the building. Its cost is 
$100,000. 

The Dairy building measures 95 by 200 feet and cost about $30,000. This building will be used by the Forestry ana 
Dairy Department as operating and testing rooms, and office headquarters. 


TRANSPORTATION BUILDING. 


The architecture of the Transportation building is very simple in design, on the romanesque order. Messrs. Adler & 
Sullivan, of Chicago, designed the building. The cupola is 165 feet from the ground. The building covers 54 acres, or 
960 feet long by 256 feet wide, and cost $280,000. Besides the building the Transportation Exhibit covers 5% acres; this 
consists of a one-story frame building. The interior design follows that of a Roman basilica, having a nave and broad 
aisles. 
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MINES AND MINING BUILDING.— 


The style of this structure is also Italian renaissance, modified to meet the demands of a great exposition edifice. 
It is 700 feet long and 350 wide, covering 5} acres of ground space, and its cost is $350,000. The designs are furnished by 
Mr. S.S. Beman, of Chicago. The building is but one story in height. At the sides of each entrance great flights of 
stairs lead to a gallery, which is 65 feet wide, 25 feet above the ground floor and lighted on the sides by large windows. 
The promenades in the building are each 25 feet wide and 250 feet long, and are furnished with entrances to the building at 
short distances. 


THE FISHERIES BUILDING. 


Its architecture is Spanish Romanesque in style, and has been designed by Mr. Henry Ives Cobb, o1 Chicago. The 
length of the building is 1,100 feet, its width 200, giving an area of five acres for the display. The general fisheries ex- 
hibit will be in the central portion of this building. The cost is $200,000, 
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The Fair Grounds cover 553 acresin Jackson Park, besides 80 acres in the Midway Plaisance. 

The prospective beauty of the grounds and the arrangements in which the buildings are represented here as placed in the grounds makes 
it almost needless to describe it in detail. The greatest care has been taken to so harmonize all individual features of construction and 
arrangement as to produce the most artistic effect of the whole, and the result has been even finer than would at first have seemed possible. 
Most of the different architects selected by the Exposition management had benefited in former years, more or Jess, by instruction of Mr. 
Richard Hunt, president of the American Institute of Architects, and the designer of the Administration Building, and have cheerfully co- 
operated with him and the Chief of Construction, as well as the landscape gardeners.
